DECIDED TO FORM A NEW CLUB. 


The Arlington on the North side to Be 
Merged in Another Organization. 

North Side Democrats took preliminary 
steps last night toward organizing a politico- 
social club, to be housed at No. 355 La Salle 
a the present location of the Arlington 
club, 

The Arlington club parlors were crowded 
with Democrats. F. H. Winston stated the 
object of the meeting to be the institution of 
a club after the manner of the Marquette, 
Hamilton, Lincoln, and La Salle clubs of the 
Republicans. 

Gen. John C. Black was made Chairman 
and J. W. Lanehart Secretary. M. W. Rob. 
insen and Judge William Prentiss spoke of 
the benefits that would acerue from such an 
organization. 

J. H. Hopkins of the Arlington club, speak - 
ing for that body, said that it had been or- 
ganized since last spring: that its member- 
ship was composed of 100 North Side young 
men; that its objects were purely social, but 
that sixty of the members favored making of 
it a. Democratic ‘politico-social club; that 
some of the Republican metabers would drop 
out and others remain; that the rent was $150 
a month; that they had a lease until next May 
with the refusal fora year longer; that they 
had an indebtedness of $600 and assets to the 
same amount, and that they would merge 
their club into the new organization. 

Minor details as to expenses were discussed 
and it was practically decided to accept the 
offer of the Arlington members and form a 
new club at once. 

Two committees were appointed, one by 
the Arlington, the other by the meeting, to 
confer and perfect details for the new club. 
The Arlington committeemen are: J. H. Hop- 
kins, J. P. Sutton, Joseph Kerr, E. J. Coyle, 
and Theodore C. Brauckhausen. 

The meeting’s committees were named by 
wards as follows: 

Twentieth Ward, R. F. Bergh; Twenty-first, E. 
J. Queany; Twenty-second, C. F. Clark; Twenty- 
third. Representativo Lyman; Twenty-fourth. F. 
H. Winston; Twenty- fifth, M. W. Robinson; Twen- 
ty-sixth, J. W. Lanehart; Evanston, Judge Will - 
iam Prentiss. 

These committees will meet at noon today 
at the office of F. H. Wirston, No. 88 Wash- 
ington street, and will report their action to a 
full meeting to be held at the Arlington club 
at 8 p. m. next Thursday. 

F. H. Winston, W. J. English, and others 
prominently identified with the movement 
said that within three months the new club 
will have 500 members, and that it will be 
pushed vigorously until it becomes one of the 
most powerful politico-social organizations in 
the city.

DORA VAN SCHOICK FOUND IN DETROIT. 


Her Whereabouts Discovereed Through the 
Arrest of a Thief. 

Dora Van Schoick was found at Detroit last 
night. Her discovery came about in a peculiar 
way. Early in the evening David Cooert, a 
street-car driver, reported to the police that 
the previous night he met two strange 
men in a saloon, He was drunk, 
and they volunteered to take him home, 
On the way they held him up and robbed him 
of a gold watch. On the description furnished 
detectives arrested George W. Walker and 
George Ernig, who went to Detroit from this 
city about a month ago. The watch was 
found on them. In Walker’s possession were 
found some papers which indicated that he 
was acquainted with the Van Schoick girl. 
Walker admitted thathe had known her in 
this city. Finally ho told the detectives 
that she had followed him here and 
told them where she could be found. The of- 
ficers went to No. 167 West Congress street 
and there found Dora. She said she had been 
doing housework, and her hands indicated 
that such was the truth. She had written to 
her parents stating that she was in a Young 
Woman’s Home in Detroit, and they sent 
Miss E. M. Hicks, a friend of the family, 
there to find her. Miss Hicks reached Detroit 
last night and Dora will be turned over to 
her today to be brought home for Christmas. 
Dora claims she left home on account of 
trouble with her stepmother, who, she claims, 
choked and beat her. She disappeared from 
her stepmother’s home, No, 105 Dearborn ave- 
nue, six weeks ago. A year ago Doraran away 
from home with her stepmother’s grand- 
daughter and went to New York to go on the 
stage. She was brought back in a week. 


SWEETS STOLEN FROM THE AUDITORIUM. 


John Gorman Arrested on the Charge of 
Pilfering the Jams, 

One of the air shafts in the Auditorium 
Building needed repairing a short time ago. 
A contractor and five men were hired to do 
the job. About the time work began on the 
shafts fruits and jellies began to dis- 
appear irom the commissary depart- 
ment of the basement. Detectiyes 
were detailed on the case and they discovered, 
they say, that the workmen were responsible 
for the disappearance of the jams. One of 
the workmen, it is claimed, effected an en- 
trance to the basement while a companion 
lowered a rope through the air-shaft. The 
stolen goods were drawn up to the 
fourth floor, taken ta, a window, and 
by means of the rope again lowered, this 
time to the street, where another of the work- 
men received them. 

The detectives claim that John Gorman is 
the man who entered the basement. He was 
arrested last night and locked up at the Cen- 
tral Station, and the officers are looking for 
the remaining three.

E. E. JAYCOX RESIGNS. 


TRAFFIO MANAGER OF THE WORLD'S 
FAIR TO STEP DOWN. 


Conflict of Authority Between Himself and 
Master of Transportation W. H. Hol- 
comb His Reason for Leaving the Ex- 
position—He Says {t Is the Old Quarrel 
Which Comes Up in Every Railroad 
Office—Director-General Davis Does Not 
See How He Can He Spared, 


E. E. Jaycox, Traffic Manager of the Worid’s 
Columbian Exposition, has formally resigned 
his position, the resignation to take effect 
Jan. 1. Mr. Jaycox is forced to this step, so 
he atates, by a conflict of authority between 
himself and William H. Holcomb, Master of 
Transportation. 

The resignation was handed to President 
Higinbotham at a late hour Wednesday even- 
ing at his office in the Rand-MecNally Build- 
ing. It reads as follows: 


Curcaco. Dec. A.- Mr. Harlow N. Higinbotham, 
President World's Columbian Exposition—Dear 
Sir: It is doubtless within your knowledge that 
on Oct. 28 last the Traffic Department was, by the 
Council of Administration, made subservient to 
the Railroad Department of the Exposition, and 
the Traffic Manager, heretofore an executive 
officer, directed to report to the Masterof Trans- 
portation for orders. Accepting this changed re- 
lation as a decision reached by the Council of Ad- 
ministration as one it doubtless considered wise 
and for the best interests of the Exposition, 
I have since that time made re- 
peated, earnest, and energetic efforts to 
have my duties defined, but, I regret to say, 
without snecess. Flat failure in this direction, 
an utter absence of support from directions where 
I have every right to expect hearty codperation, 
and an incomprehensible negligence in the adop- 
tion of plans and methods originated by me, and 
most carefully worked out on my own responsi- 
bility with a view of increasing to the maximum 
and protecting absolutely the revenues of the 
Exposition so far as they relate to freight, pas- 


senger, and express traffic. have made the posi- 


tion one I can no longer occupy with justice to 
myself. A decent regard for established railroad 
usages. and ai thorough knowledge of 
the situation so far as it affects the in- 
terests of the Exposition, will not permit 
me to longer lend myself to the making of ar- 
rangements and the giving of countenance to 
what I believe to be unbusinesslike, incomplete, 
and faulty methods. Firmin the belief that a 
countenance of methods indicated by present 
plans to which I am not permitted to be a party 
will entail a responsibility greater than, under 
the circumstances, I care to assume, I respectful- 
ly tender my resignation to take effect Jan. 1 
next. E. E. Jaycox, Traffic Manager. 


Departments Should Be Separate. 


Mr. Jaycox was at his office in the Horti- 

ultural Building, busily engaged in arrang- 
ing matters so that the business of the de- 
partment might be left in a satisfactory con- 
dition Jan. 1. 

I don’t know that I care to make any ad- 
dition to the statement of facts made in my 
letter of resignation,”’ he said. Personally 
my relations ‘with Mr. Holcomb have been 
pleasant. It is the old quarrel which comes 
up in the general offices of every railroad be- 
tween the traffic and the operating depart- 
ment. I do not feel qualified to say what the 
plans of Mr. Holcomb may be. I simply 
do not see how the revenue of the Exposition 
can be protected unless the plans which 
Ihave elaborated are carried out. In my 
opinion the operating and traffic departments 
of the Exposition must be kept entirely dis- 
tinct and separate if good order and business- 
like methods are to obtain. I have resigned 
in order to forestall what I foresee must be at 
no distant period a direct and personal con- 
tlict of authority. There ia no string fastened 
to my resignation. It is final. Only in the 
remote contingency that the traffic depart- 
ment should be entirely divorced from that of 


Mr. Holcomb could I see my way clear to 


continue in the position I now occupy.” 

One of the chief assistants under Mr. Jay- 
cox went into the causes of the disagreement 
in more detail. Mr. Jaycox,” he said, was 
appointed Traffic Manager in October, 1890. 
His was the first appointment by Director- 
General Davis, and Jaycox was the second 
executive officer of the Fair. For a year and 
a half he, with one assistant, John Strong, 
and a stenographer, took entire charge and 
control of the traffic department, the 
management of which is admitted 
to be vital to the success of the Exposition. 
During his régime all the arrangements have 
been completed with railroad, freight, ex- 
press, and steamship lines tor the conveyance 
and handling of exhibits the world over. Dur- 
ing that period not one word of complaint has 
been heard from the Exposition authorities, 
the prospective exhibiters, or the transporta- 
tion interests in regard to his handling of the 
department. His has been an economical 
and a business-like administration. 


When the Trouble Began. 


Now comes on Master of Transportation 
Holeomb, He was formerly Vice-President 
and General Manager of the Union Pacific 
railroad company andis an operating rail- 
road man of prominence, He was at first 
chosen by ex-President Baker to designate 
the location and superit tend the laying of 
railroad tracks within the Exposition grounds 
and to represent the Exposition in its dealings 
with the Illinois Central railroad in regard to 
the elevation of tracks and other matters. A 
little over six months ago he was made Master 
of Transportation. Oct. 28, as stated in Mr. 
Jaycox’s letter of resignation, the traffic de- 
partment was made subordinate to that of the 
Master of Transportation. Since that time 
the difficulty has been gradually growing. 
Mr. Jaycox has felt, and properly, that 
he had a right to de considered 
in the making of plans which involve the man- 
agement of the traffic department. Mr. Jay- 
cox had: already perfected an arrangement 
for the handling ef all terminal and warehouse 
charges. He had also definite ideas in regard 
to the way in which the matter of car seals 
and the condition of cars in which exhibits 
were shipped should be handled. All these ar- 
rangements Mr. Holcomb, with the backing 
of his chief, Mr. Burnham, has seen fit to nul- 
lify. Mr. Jaycox believes that the adoption of 
plans other than his own, which are those rec- 
ognized by railroad men the world over, must 
result in great financial Joss to the Exposition. 
Finding that those above him in authority are 
directly opposed to him he considers that res- 
ignation is the only way out of the difficulty. 
I think he is right.“ 

“TI only heard of Mr. Jaycox’s resignation 
this evening, said Director-General Davis 
last night. I do not see how the Exposition 
can spare him. Through the mismanagement 
or blundering of somebody the traffic de- 
partment of the Exposition has been made 
subordinate to the operating department, a 
conditio which prevails on no railroad in the 
country. Mr. Holcomb is an operating man, 
pure and simple, while Mr. Jaycox is a traffic 
manager. The two departments should be 
kept entirely distinct and separate. I sin. 
cerely hope that some arrangement may be 
reached by which Mr. Jaycox may be con- 
tinued in office. The Exposition cannot af. 
ford to be without his services in this crisis.“

REVENUE STEAMER JOHNSON TOO OLD. 


Efforts to Replace the with a Stanch, 
Capable L 

Officers of the Tre Department or- 
dered to inspect the U States revenue 
steamer Johnson repo that fully $7,000 
worth of repairs is ed upon that 
ship to enable it to placed in com- 
mission in May. Johnson is laid 
up in ordinary ” at Milwaukee, Wis. 
The vessel’s cruising gro#nd embraces Lakes 
Michigan and Superio The inspecting 
officers say that if the regairs needed are now 
put on the vessel the Johuson may possibly be 
kept fit for service for tw@ more seasons. As 
ju the case of all the lake revenue cutters the 
Johnson goes out of commission each year on 
Dec. 1, and is only commissioned again on 
the opening of sprirg navigation. 

The Johnson was built i 1865 and commis- 
sioned for the first time ig 1885. It is a side- 
wheel steamer of 499 tons, It was one of five 
ships built under a 31,00% 000 appropriation. 
When it first made its appearance on 
Lake Michigan it was rated at an 
eighteen miles per hour craft. At that 
time it was able to oyerhaul any vessel 
on the great lakes, was sufficiently 
strong to take care of the majority of the dis- 
tressed merchant ships om ite cruising ground. 
In later years the strength and speed of the 
Johnson have greatly fallen off. The vessel is 
fit for little better today than a speed of nine 
knots per hour, and in a storm can do little 
more than take care of itself. 

The Treasury Departmont is endeavoring to 
replace the Johnson by ag able, stanch vessel, 
one able to breast any ordinary storm on the 
lakes and capable at the same time of aiding 
beleagured merchant craft. 

During the present Wigfer season fully 
twenty-five steamers are plying on Lake Mich- 
igan. Lake merchantiship owners say that 
this fleet is sufficiently large to warrant a 
revenue steamer being kept in commission the 
year round on Lake Michigan. 


HAD TO WAIT AN HOUR FOR CARS. 


North Side Cable Lines Blocked by a Grip 
Sticking Fast. 

Hundreds of people stood on the street cor- 
ners around the down-town loop of the North 
Side cable line yesterday fron: 10 to 11 o’clock 
and kicked their heels against the curb-stones 
in an effort to keep warm while waiting for 
trains to take them to the North Side. In the 
meantime one of the new Lincoln avenue 
short grip cars was a subject for the wrecking 
crew at La Salle and Washington streets, and 
stretching to the north along La Salle street 
and through the tunuel, branching off 
at Illinois street to the Wells and 
Clark street lines, stood a pro- 
cession of trains loaded with passengers. 
Just where the West Side car tracks intersect 
the North Side cable at Washington and La 
Salle streets the cable slot closed from some 
unaccountable reason and when the Lincoln 
avenue grip-car tried to pass over the iuter- 
secting tracks the grip stuck fast, becoming 
firmly wedged in the slot. The shock was so 
hard and sudden that the gripman was thrown 
from his feet. After an hour’s work by the 
wrecking crew, during which the grip lever 
had to be cut off at the slot, the car was re- 
leased and the procession of cars moved on- 
ward around the loop.

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George Catlin Arrested for a Crime Com- 
mitted a Month Ago. 

The man who it is believed caused the death 
of Mrs. Louise Miller of No. 1223 State street 
a month ago is safe behind the bars at the 
Harrison Street Station.

From de- 
scriptions of her assailant as furnished 
by Mrs. Miller the police suspected Catlin. 
Catlin was too much under the influence of 
liquor to talk with any degree of intelligenve 
of the crime for which he had been arrested.

PIPE BURSTS AND FLOODS A BASEMENT. 


Water Peurs Into an Empty Building at 
Wabash Avenue and Harrison Street. 

The basement of the building at the north- 
west corner of ‘Wabash avenue and Harrison 
street, owned by D. W. irwin and recently 
vacated by C. P. Kimball & Co., piano- 
makers, was flooded last night with water 
from the new tunnel. At 8 o’clock a four-inch 
ripe connecting with the main on Harrison 
street burst between the meter and the main, 
and the water poured into the area-way, 
filling iteto a depth of two feet be- 
fore it reached the catch-basin and 
began to run into the sewer.

SOLD TO A PEDDLER. 


GOODS OF BUNTE, FRANK & 00. 
SEORETLY DISPOSED OF. 


Employes of the Firm Arrested, Charged 
with Defrauding the Company — The 
Goods Sold to an Italian Fruit Dealer 
Named Capilian, Who Is Also Locked 
Up—The Amount of the Thefts Not Yet 
Known—How the Scheme Was Worked 
So as to Avoid Detection. 


At 6 o’clock last evening Detectives Minier 
and McCarthy of the Central Station dropped 
into the wholesale confectionery house of 
Bunte, Frank & Co., corner of La Salle and 
Ontario streets, and took away the firm’s 
shipping clerk named Charles Ray and the 
firm’s dray driver, Arthur Huck. The 
detectives then went to the basement of No. 
11 ‘North Clark street and arrested J. R. 
Singer, who was formerly an employé of 
Bunte, Frank & Co. Charlie Capilian, an 
Italian, was next picked up at his room on 
the third floor of the building at the north- 
west corner of Clark and South Water street. 

The three men first named were charged 
with larceny, and Charlie, tne Italian, will 
— to face a charge of receiving stolen prop- 
erty. 

He has a fruit stand in the Continental In- 
surance company’s building at the corner of 
Adams and La Salle streets, and much of his 
stock of confectionery, chewing gum, and so 
forth, it is claimed, has been from the house 
of Bunte, Frank & Co. 

It is charged that Ray, the shipping clerk, 
delivered goods to Huck, the driver, and he in 
turn to Singer, who delivered the consign- 
ment to Capilian, who sold the goods to the 
people in the Continental Building. 

Not Known How Much Was Lost. 

It is not known how much merchandise has 
passed this four-cornered combination. The 
members of the firm declare the robberies have 
been going on for some months. There is a 
comfortable little stock of the firm’s favorite 
goods in the Italian’s fruit stand now and the 
officers have the keys and the giris in the Con- 
tinental Building will have to go outside for 
their chewing gum today. 

The firm of Bunte, Frank & Co. is the part- 
nership of Albert Bunte of No. 267 Fremont 
street and George Frank of No 202 
Ontario street. It is only indirectly con- 
nected with the firm of Bunte Bros. & Spoehr, 
in the same business at Nos. 139 and 141 West 
Monroe street. The city detectives began 
work on the case at noon yesterday. 

Ray, the shipping clerk, is married and lives 
in a cottage with a young wife on the West 
Side. His wife was much overcome by her 
misfortune when she heard of her husband’s 


arrest. 
. Mr. Frank’s Story. 


George Frank, one of the partners of the 
firm, was seen last evening at his residence, 
No, 202 East Ontario street, and made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

We have been in business as wholesale 
confectioners about eleven years. J. R. Singer 
was in our employ as packer and driver for 
nearly six years, until some two months ago. 
At that time he went on a spree, for he drank 
often, was involved in a fight, and had a finger 
bitten off, so we discharged him. He is a 
single man. Charles Ray was our shipping 
clerk and has been with us over three years. 
He has a wife. We have aiways considered 
him a good man. Arthur Huck was our driv- 
er, and has been in ouremploy nearly five 
years. He has a wife and four children. 

Told of the Thefts. 

Last Tuesday a stranger came into our 
store and told me that for some time parties 
had been stealing goods from us, ana that he 
could show me where I could see the goods, 
giving me the name and address of Charies 
Capilian, an Italian fruit vender. Going to 
his place and talking as if I wanted to buy 
snch goods I readily saw they were mine, but 
did not tell him. Today.I talked to a de- 
tective, and we went to Capilian’s place, when 
he described the man of whom he had ob- 
tained the goods. I knew at once it was 
Singer, so he was arrested, but denied all 
knowledge of the affair. When taken before 
the Italian the latter at once identified him, 
so he then confessed, implicating Ray and 
Huck. They were both arrested and acknowl- 
edged their guilt. 

J cannot tell how long the stealing has 
been carried on by the conspirators, but think 
it has covered a period of four months and 
possibly longer. Ido not believe much has 
been taken since Singer was discharged, as 
the opportunity was not so good. We will re- 
cover from the Italian about $50 worth of 
goods, but as to how much they have stolen 
and disposed of I have no means of knowing. 
It may be several hundred dollars’ worth. 


How It Was Done. 


„Ray was shipping clerk, and it was his 
duty to hand to the bookkeeper a slip giving a 
memorandum of goods sent to every customer, 
how and by whom packed and how shipped, 
that it might be properly charged 
and invoiced. While Singer was packer 
he could easily pack up goods of 
which he would give no memorandum to Ray 
and the latter could easily send them out by 
the driver and make no report to the book- 
keeper. Thus they had it a!l their own way, 
for the driver was in the ring, also, and he ac- 
kuowledged they occasionally gave him 
money not to report any irregularities in the 
shipment of goods. He would deliver the 
stolen packages to Capilian and the latter 
would sell them. 

Both my partner and myself were sur- 
prised when we found it out, as the men had 
our confidence, were paid regularly and treat- 
ed well. Especially were we surprised and 
sorry concerning Ray and Huck, as we think 
they were led into the scheme by Singer. I 
feel sorry for their families, and though a 
loser I cannot but pity the men, and do not 
want to see them punished more than is neces- 
sary to serve as a warning to them and to 
others. 

The man who told me of the theft I do 
not know, but I understand he had a grudge 
against Capilian and took that opportunity to 
get even with him. Though I heard of tne 
stealing Tuesday I did not tell my partner 
until today, after I had ascertained who were 
the guilty parties. for I thuught it was bad 
enough for one of us to worry over it.” 


RUN DOWN BY AN ENGINE AND KILLED. 


Norman K. Whitney Dies at His Post of 
Duty in the Northwestern Yards. 

Engine No. 742 of the Chicago and North- 
western railroad came rushing down the 
tracks of the company’s yards at California 
avenue and Kinzie street yesterday afternoon 
and struck Norman K. Whitney, the assistant 
yardmaster, instantly killing him. 

At the time of the accident he was standing 
in the center of one of the many tracks in the 
yard superintending the making up of a 
freight train. Mr. Whitney did not realize 
his danger until the engine was close upon 
him and then attempted to jump aside. Be- 
fore he could do so the engine ran on him, 
knocking him a distance of nearly twenty 
feet. When picked up the injured man was 
still breathing, but expired within a few min- 
utes. His body was conveyed to Hursen & 
Garvin’s undertaking rooms at No. 974 West 
Lake street. 

Mr. Whitney was 32 years of age and lived 
at No. 42 Washtenaw avenue. He was a mar- 
ried man and well liked among the railroad 
employés with whom he worked. 

The engineer was not arrested. At the time 
of the accident he was ringing his bell and 
thought nothing of seeing the yardmaster on 
the track.

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LOCKED IN THE VETERANS’ BUILDING. 


Miss Mabel Rapp Has a Strange Experi- 
ence with a Janitor. 

Hello, is this the police station?“ shouted 
an excited woman through the telephone to 
the Harrison Street Station at- 11:30 o’clock 
last night. “Iam locked up in a building at 
Twelfth street and Wabash avenue, and want 
you to send some police to get me out, 
quick!“ 

The woman was Miss Mabel Rapp, a pretty 
girl of 19, who was imprisoned in the 
building at the southwest corner of Michigan 
avenue and Twelfth street, occupied by the 
Veterans’ Protective Association and Ebert’s 
restaurant and café. In her excitement she 
told the station she was at Twelfth street and 
Wabash avenue, and Officer Deitrich, who 
travels there, was called and sent to investi- 
gate. He found no one in trouble at Tweifth 
and Wabash, but some of Ebert’s waiters 
on their way home told him 
the trouble was in the Veterans’ Building. He 
entered the building through the saloon in the 
basement and explored the second story, 
burned a lot of matches and his fingers, too, 
woke up the watchman, and found, that the 
woman had broken jail and escaped. The 
watchman gave him her name, said she and 
her mother often ate in the café there, but 
said she had gone out a few minutes before. 

Miss Rapp was found with her mother m 
their apartments, No. 1249 Michigan avenue. 
She had gone to bed but had seen the officers 
outside, rapped on the window, raised it, and 
shouted : ** Come here, officers. It’s me you're 
looking for.” 

The officers went inside, Miss Mabel sat 
up in bed and told this story: 

went to the café on the second floor 
of the Veterans’ Building just about 
10 o’clock with Mr. Gunther, a son 
of the candymaker. We had lunch and he 
brought me home about 11 o’clock. Mamma 
asked me afew minutes after Mr. Gunther 
left, to go back and get some lunch for her. 
I went alone, entered the building from Michi- 
gan avenue, through the Veterans’ Building. 
After the lunch had been put up for me I 
started out the same way I came. 
Mr. + House, e ie in charge of 
the place for the veterans, said 
I couldn’t go out that way, for the front en- 
trance was closed at II o’clock. Lou may go 
out the back way,’ he said, but I would have 
had to have gone through a saloon ia going 
out the back way and told him I proposed to 
go out the front way. ‘You can’t,’ he said, 
J will,’ I said. 

“T didn’t propose to compromise myself 
by going out the saloon way. I was 
frightened to death. The man began 
to turn out the gas and told me I must go out 
the back way. 1 won't.“ I said. I'll just 
call the police. There's a telephone in the 
café, and I grabbed the book and called the 
first police station I found in it. That was 
about fifteen minutes before 12. After I tele- 
phoned the police the man still woulda't let 
me out. I told him I'd take the silverware 
and break down every window in the building 
before I'd go out through that saloon. I told 
him I would call the entire police force before 
I'd go out througn that saloon. 

„My dear girl, I was frightened about you, 
but let it pass now, don’t be excited, no harm 
came to you and I don’t want any notoriety 
ahout it, said her mother. 

But Ido, mamma, I want notoriety for 
that place. I want to know why a lady can’t 
go into a respectable restaurant alone after 
dark and not be insulted. Me go out through 
asaloon! I wonder what that man thought 
of me. I'd fight first. 

Just report this officer, give it to the 
papers, give it to everyone you want to. I got 
out of that place and i got out the front way 
like other ladies go out, and I am proud of 
it. 

Mrs. Rapp and her daughter have many 
friends in the neighborhood who spoke very 
highly of them. 


HE HAS PASTOR AND BISHOP ARRESTED. 


Charges Made Against Leaders in the 4. 
M. EK. Church by an Ex-Member. 

Bishop F. E. Snowden and the Rev. Gilbert 
Johnson of the A. M. E. Church were arrested 
yesterday on the charge of appropriating 
money belonging to the church. The arrests 
are the result of the dismissal from member- 
ship of Ernest Lennax, who was found guilty 
at a church trial three weeks ago of gambling. 
Since that time Lennax and his friends, who 
believe that he is innocent of any 
wrong-doing, have attempted to rein- 
state him in the church. They failed, 
however, and then Lennax addressed a 
letter to Bishop Campbell of Toledo, O., giv- 
ing the details of the affair and asking him to 
come to Chicago to investigate certain meth- 
ods which he said had been followed by the 
pastor and Bishop. The Rev. Campbell was 
informed that they had collected $600, and 
that instead of giving it to the church had ap- 
propriated it to their own use.

Passengers on a Train Defy 
the Conductor. 


POLICE CALLED TO AID, 


Glass Broken and the Can Doors 
Forced Open. 


ALMOST A FIGHT FOLLOWS, 


Twenty Men Leave the Train, Refusing 
to Pay Fares. 


TRAFFIC DELAYED 40 MINUTES. 


Indignant men and women, furious at what 
they claim to be the miserable suburban serv- 
ice of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois rail 
road, last night locked the doors of a crowded 
car and defied the conductor to break in and 
collect their fares. The train was stopped, 
patrol wagons were summoned, and police 
officers forced the doors of the locked car. 
The police, however, refused to assist the con- 
ductor in collecting the fares, and the passen- 
gers firmly refused to pay him. He called the 
other trainmen to his assistance and an at- 
tempt was made to throw some of the leaders. 
from the train. Vigorous resistance was made, 
and for a time bloodshed seemed probable, . 
As it was the train was delayed more than 
forty minutes. The outbreak was but the 
culmination, so the passengers say, of a feel- 
ing of resentment which has been growing 
against the miserably inadequate suburban 
service of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
road for months.

Suffers by Comparison. 


The Apollo club’s rendering of The Mes- 
siah”’ last evening suffered only when com- 
pared with the performauces of the oratorio 
— by the organization in seasons past. 

hen such comparison was made it was seen 
that there were lacking, last evening, the vig- 
orous, intense spirit and fervid enthusiasm 
which, on certain previous occasions, 
have made the club’s singing of Handel’s 
noble choruses impressive and thrilling. The 
music was accurately sung, finely phrased, 
carefully shaded, the text clearly enunciated 
—in short, the performance was technically 
beyond the reach of reasonable fault-finding, 
but the sentiment and soul of the music were 
not expressed as the Apollo audiences have 
known them to be and have come to expect. 
In certain climaxes—" For unto us, “ Lift 
up your heads, and the Hallelujah — 
the old-time fire seemed to blaze forth 
with much of its accustomed ferver and brill- 
iancy, but in the majority of the choruses 
there was discovered a listlessness of spirit 
nae a is delightfully absent in the club’s 
work. 

Mr. Tomlins retamed in the version used 
this year the choruses in Part II., Aud with 
his aoe we are healed, and All we, like 
sheep, have gone astray,’’ which have been 
sung in only two or three of the club’s 
previous performances. The director has 
felt that singers As a rule 
could not render these two numbers 
as he thought they should be rendered, and 
therefore he chose to omit them. This year 
he again studied them, and in the wage-work- 
ers’ concert, Wedneaday evening, they were 
sung. Last night they were omitted. The 
reason is obvious, Another omission was 
made in Part III., the recitation, ** Behoid! I 
Tell Youa Mystery.“ and the air, The 
Trumpet Shall Sound,” being passed over, 
presumably at the request of Mr. Babcock. 


Work of Individuals. 


Mrs. Genevra Johnstone Bishop was the 
soprano soloist, and ber work possessed the 
many merits and few shortcomings with 
which Chicago concert patrons have become 
familiar. She sings with care, good taste, in- 
telligence, and artistic appreciation of the 
context of the musicin hand. The result is 
vocal work that pleases and attracts by its 
finish and the musicianship of which it is the 
expression. Her singing of I Know That My 
Redeemer Liveth was admirable because of 
these qualities, and the hearty applause it re- 
ceived was a merited tribute to its artistic 
worth. 

Mrs. Carl Alves, the contralto, came a 
stranger to Apollo auditors. She proved her- 
self the possessor of a rich-toned, powerful 
voice, whose effectiveness 1s detracted from 
by the presence of the vibrato. This vocal 
vice aside, her singing shows the virtues of 
good phrasing, effective shading, and a con- 
siderable amount of artistic feeling and pas- 
sion. Her best effort was the revcitative, 
Then Shall the Eyes, and the air He Shall 
Feed his Flock.“ 

The tenor, Mr. W. H. Rieger, was also an 
unknown quantity, but the merits of his work 
soon established him a favorite. His voice 
was clouded slightiy by a cold, but despite 
this it was easily discovered to be of great 
purity and unusual sweetness. He sang with 
the spirit and understanding of the artist, the 
dramatic quality in his work—especially no- 
ticeable in He That Dwelleth” and Thou 
Shalt Break Them ’’—being not the least ad- 
inirable element in singing that was in every 
part satisfactory. 

Mr. D. M. Babcock sang the bass solos in 
an adequate, if not a remarkable manner. 
His voice is good without being in any wise 
great, and the same is true of his singing. 

Players from the Chicago Orchestra fur- 
nished the instrumental support. Careless- 
ness and roughness characterized the playing 
of many of the accompaniments, but the — 
toral Symphony was exquisitely given.

Others and the Opponents of the Gov- 

ernment Continue Their March. 

Nevuva Larzpo, Mex., Dec. 22.—| Special. ]— 
Reports, although conflicting, —— 
every part ot the northern side of the repub- 
lic indicating the growth of the revolutionary 
movement. Dispatches are rushing t>and fro 
from the Mexican officials to the United 
States officers on the frontier, and in the near 
future there will be a genuine revolution in 
Mexico. 

Information was received here today that 
Gen. Estrada, stationed at Mier, about sev- 
enty-five miles down the Rio Grande, was 
missing from his post of duty and it is thought 
he has joined the revolutionists, who are 
marching toward the interior of Mexico. This 
is another indication that the outlook is 
serious for President Diaz. A courier to- 
night says that the reported desertion of Gen. 
Estrada is confirmed and that he is now at the 
head of a thousand men who are in every way 
familiar with the fustnesses of the interior. 

It is impossible to gain any information 
frum those high in authority, as every one is 
under the strictest orders not ‘o make public 
the telegrams, but this much is positively 
known, that there was a battle the 17th on 
Mexican soil, near Guerrero, about thirty 
miles from the river, between the Mexican 
troops and revolutionists, with a victory for 
the latter. 

Federal Troops Routed. 

There were five soldiers killed in the skir- 
mish, the revolutionists completely routing 
the Federal troops, and in a body 400 strong 
continued on their march toward the interior. 
When last heard froin they were within a few 
hours’ march of the Town of Coralvo, which 
is situated fifty miles from the river, neur 
the Candolia Mountains, and thirty miles 
from the Mexican National railroad. This in- 
formation is from an officer whose name is, 
of course, a secret, and can be vouched for. 

He states that the Mexican troops down the 
river have been given orders to march into 
the interior, and that furthér trouble will 
come from a powerful influence working for 
the overthrow of the administration in Mex- 
100. 

Another battle took place on the 19th, when 
ten men were killed at Coral vo, where there 1s 
a garrison. At this place five of the Mexican 
soldiers were burned half alive. A courier 
with official information gave it out that the 
revolutionists gave and asked no quarter, but 
in every way outfought the regular Mexican 
soldiers, thuse at Coraivo being a sleepy lot of 
half-breeds. There is no lack of funds to 
carry out the movement. 


Revolutionists Are Strategic. 


There has been a grand coup made by the 
revolutionists. They made another raid at 
San Ignacio on the 19th and did not recross to 
this side, but went on into Mexico. This is 
contrary to first reports, which were a part of 
the strategy of the revolutionists. They sent 
two spies into Texas to spread the rumor that 
the revolutionists were on this side, and while 
the Diaz forces were asleep and the United 
States forces hunting through the mesquite 
for men who were not even on the north side 
of the river Rio Grande the revolutionists 
were gaining strength and pillaging the North 
Mexican garrisons. 

It is reported here that the government has 
seized the railroads for official uses. A spe- 
cial train of twelve coaches left Monterey last 
night for Lamprasos Gayos with eight com- 
panies of cavalry, and they will march with 
all possible speed toward Guerrero, and by 
tomorrow there will be some new develop- 
ments. 

There has been no information received 
from the United States troops down the river, 
but it is reported they are patrolling the front- 
ier with little expectations of capturing any 
fugitive revolutionists from Mexico. 

Merchants here are counter:nanding orders 
to points in the North for through shipments 
of goods to points in Mexico until the present 
trouble subsides. 

Mexico to Complain at Washington. 


Crry or Mexico, Dec. 22.—The State De- 
partment has prepared a formal complaint 
regarding the crossing of bandits from the 
United States to Mexican soil and of the dam- 
age they have caused, and requesting 
the American Government to put a 
stop to such practices. It is report- 
ed that a note on the subject, couched in eu- 
ergetic language, will be presented to the 
United States Government within a few days. 
It is not yet known whether Mexico will 
claim damages, though it is believed she will 
do so later. 

A searching investigation fails to find any 
trace of Gen. Lostenas Rocha, the instructor 
of the National Military Academy at Chapul- 
tepec, in this city, although the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and other officials of the 
government yesterday asserted that the Gen- 
eral was here. It has now been ten days 
since Rocha left the Military Acadamy, and, 
according to information received from & re- 
liable source, he has been traced to Monte- 
rey. If the common report is true that Gen. 
Rocha has gone to join in the revolutionary 
movement inaugurated on the Rio Grande 
border against Mexico, or that he is identified 
in any way with such a project, thousands of 
Mexicans will flock to him, as he is the most 
popular officer in the Mexican army and the 
best informed man in Mexico on military 
tactics. 

Curyvenne, Wyo., Dec. 22.—The govern- 
ment pack train at Fort Russell, near this 
city, has been ordered to Texas, and will leave 
at once. This means some active army work 
in the Lone Star State. Col. Tom Moore, 
Chief Government Packer, goes along.

Ocean freight rates have declined so low 
that there is no money in the business of 
transporting freight across the Atlantic. This 
is because of intense competition, the number 
of steamers in the transatlantic trade being 
far too great for the work to be done. Some 
of those interested profess to expect a change 
for the better after the holidays, but others 
say they see little chance for an improvement. 
These low rates for transportetion aid low 
prices here to depress to the minimum point 
the ions at which our produce is offered 
to the residents of the British Isles. As the 
cost of production processes is also less than 
formerly, flour from the United States is be- 
ing laid down in England at cheaper figures 
te the consumer than ever known previously. 


Tun New York stock market continues 
heavy. The local market was extromely dull 
and there were considerable declines. Ster- 
ung rates have again advanced, and there is 
fearof further gold shipments, New York 
exchange sold at 40 cents premium.—Leading 
markets at Chicago yesterday were excited 
and higher. The result was brought about by 
an attempt on the part of the “short” inter- 
est to cover in wheat. There was a sharp ad- 
vance, in which other grain shared. As com- 
pared with the latest prices of the previous 
day May wheat closed 1% cents higher, corn 
M cent higher, oats % cent higher, cash rye 1 
cent higher, barley 1 cent higher, flax g cent 


higher, May pork 173¢ cents lower, lard 174 


cents lower, and ribs 5 cents lower.

BETTER GO IN FOR FREE TRADE AT ONCE. 

The junior Democratic organ announces 
that it is not pleased with the suggestion that 
the extra session of the next Congress be not 
held until September or Uctober of next 
year. If a marked copy is sent to Mr. Cleve- 
land he may shape his course accordingly. 
The junior organ wants a much earlier session 
to carry out the followimg program: 

The repeal of the McKinley tariff act is the first 
business which is required of Congress. A bill of 
three lines re6nacting the tariff of 1883 or the 
previous tariff of 1878 would accomplish the pur- 
pose temporarily for which a Demo¢ratic Presi- 
dent and a Democretic Congress were elected. 

Such a program would be a partial com- 
plience with the promises of the Democratic 
platform, which pledged the party specifically 
to the repeal of the McKinley law, as well as 
to the total abolition of the protective system. 
The repeal of that law would sweep away the 
reciprocity agreements which are so odious to 
the Democrats. It is true that by reason of 
the agreement made with Spain for Cuba and 
Puerto Rico American exports to those islands, 
which were valued at $7,900,000 for the nine 
months ending Sept. 30, 1891, rose to $12,800,- 
000 for the nine months ending Sept. 30 last, 
and that the exports would fall off with the 
rescinding of the agreement through the reim- 
position of a duty on raw sugar. But the 
Democrats do not mind that. 

The repeal of the McKinley law would also 
wipe out the provision forbidding the impor- 
tation of convict-made goods, but the walking 
delegates would not mind that as long as they 
thought the repeal of the McKinley law would 
harm manufacturers. The replacing of the 
old duty on raw sugar would enable the sugar 
trust to import duty free every pound of sugar 
it could find in the market and could manage 
to get into the country before the law restor- 
ing the tariff of 1883 went into effect. After 
it did the trust woulò add two cents per pound 
to the price of its product and reap an enor- 
mous profit. Probably that would not dis- 
tress the leading Democrats, for they have 
always had a great affection for that trust. 

While the repeal of the McKinley law would 
certainly raise the price of sugar and also of 
binding twine and would reimpose the duties 
on jute, Manilla hemp, etc., is a question 
whether it would lower perceptibly the prices 
of many articles of general consumption ex- 
cept champagne and Sumatra tobacco. If 
the people really believe that a great drop in 
the prices of goods will follow a return to the 
tariff of 1883 they are as much mistaken as 
were the shopkeepers who fancied that a great 
rise must follow the adoption of the tariff of 
1890. 

Therefore the repeal of that tariff would 
not satisfy those who have been thinking that 
a Democratic administration would give them 
cheap goods. They would see sugar dearer, 
but would not see that woolens were any 
cheaper. But if all protective duties were 
abolished unguestionably there would be great 
importations of cheap goods and the hearts of 
the women would be made glad. Therefore, 
cannot the junior organ get up between now 
ard March a little short tariff bill of a few 
lines, which shall put duties on non-competi- 
tive articles and luxuries and repeal the duties 
on all other articles? Sucha bill, specifying 
the few articles to be taxed and placing all 
others on the free list, would not take long in 
preparation or passage, and would carry out 
fully the pledges of the platform. 


STILL HARPING ON THE FORCE BILL. 

The Vice-President-elect was banqueted at 
Atlanta day before yesterday and made a 
speech which was received with great ap- 
plause. This was not drawn out by any state- 
ment by him that, as the result of the late 
election, the Georgians would be ‘enabled to 
recommence the old business of issuing wild- 
cat bank notes to be worked off on Northern 
creditors. Nor was the applause prompted by 
his telling the Georgians that not many 
months would elapse before they would be 
able to buy cheap foreign goods and recom- 
mence trading exclusively with the English, 
as during the blockade-running days of the 
war. 

These subjects were not mentioned by him. 
Possibly he deemed them beyond his capacity 
and preferred to leave them to his chief, In- 
stead of discussing these topics he took up the 
old theme on which he talked to them before 
the election—“ still harping on the force 
bill, That measure, which wasdefeated about 
two years ago, seems to have made an indeli- 
ble impression on his mind. Said he: 

The danger which threatened this Southland by 
hostile legisiation has been averted. The dark 
shadow cast by the force bill no longer hangs 
over the South. The high sense of justice of the 
American people has saved you, as I trust in God, 
for all time from the dire influence of legisiation 
inspired only by distrust and hate. The danger 
line has been safely passed. With home rule as- 


vention it is for you to work out the race problem 
the ever present, ever difficult problem. 


Before election “everything goes.” After 
it is over it is customary to throw away the 
scarecrows, firecrackers, trumpets, drums, 
and alarm bells of a campaign and talk com- 
mon sense, The stokera whe have toiled so 
hatd to fire the Southern heart generally let 
the blaze die out, teke off their overalls, put 
on.clean clothes, and go ‘their legiti- 
mate business.

rule is assured is not to give evidence of the 
possebsion of a high order of intelligence. By 
‘what was home rule threatened? Certainly 
not by the so-called “ force bill,” for that ap- 
plied only to the election of members of Con- 
gress. It would not, if passed, have en- 
croached on the power of the Georgia whites 
to elect State officers in the way that suited 
them, of the people of Fulton or any other 
county to elect county officers, or of the 
people of Atlanta or any other city to elect 
city officers. The bill in question would not 
have interfered with what the Southlanders 
call“ home rule’’; that is, the right to keep 
a colored Republican from voting—except as 
far as related to Congressmen. As they are 
officers of the National and not of the State or 
„home government, regulations concerning 
the manner of electing them could not trench 
on what is ordinarily understood as home 
rule. 

Since 1876 the whites of the cotton States 
have not been bothered by “ hostile Federal 
intervention,” and have worked out the race 
problem to their own satisfaction. They 
have succeeded in disfranchising all colored 
men who did not voteto suit them. In the 
opinion of the individuals to whom Mr. Stev- 
enson addressed his remarks, the race problem 
is already solved. All that is required of the 
black man is to work and keep out of politics. 
If he objects to that solution a few judicious 
lynchings will convince him of its merits. 

This entire race problem and force bill 
question having been long ago settled Mr. 
Stevenson should have talkedabout living is- 
sues. Instead of that he simply served up at the 
banquet the same old material that he used 
during the campaign. 


THE ARMOUK INSTITUTE AND ITS NEW 
PRESIDENT, 

The splendid gift of the institute which Mr. 
Armour placed in Chicago’s stocking was a- 
companied by a magnificent endowment, as 
might have been expected from the donor’s 
well known generosity and sagacious, far- 
seeing business habite. Mr. Armour’s most 
earnest desire in all his business affairs is 
results. An institute without funds to 
run it might not produce results. 
He has amply provided against any 
such disappointment. Having made his ar- 
rangements for the building and for the 
money necessary to carry it on, it now ap- 
pears that before leaving for Europe he also 
provided for a general superintendent or 
President of the institute by selecting the 
Kev. Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus for that re- 
sponsible position. He could hardly have 
made a more promising choice. Mr. Gun- 
saulus is young, active, and progressive in all 
his tendencies. He has made a wide reputa- 
tion not alone as aclergyman, but as ascholar 
in literature and history, a patron of the arts, 
a close sympathizer with scientific pursuits, 
and an equally close sympathizer with the ef- 
forts of young men and women to obtain a 
practical education. As the head, therefore, 
both of the Armour Mission and the Armour 
Institute he will be amply fitted to supervise 
both the Christian character of the one and 
the educational character of the other, and to 
manage the two as one enterprise intended to 
unite the efforts of the head, the hana, and the 
heart towards a successful career in life. 

In some respects Mr. Gunsaulus’ new posi- 
tion is more important and responsible than 
the one he previously has filled. His new 
work is broader and more comprehensive and 
more practical, for he now adds to his work 
as a moral and religious teacher that of the 
popular educator. He has demonstrated the 
possession of the peculiar gifts necessary to 
the prosecution of such a task, and with his 
unbounded enthusiasm and great capacity for 
industry there can be little doubt of the re- 
sults upon which Mr. Armour lays such 
stress. It is understood the new institute will 
be closely modeled upon the well-known 
Drexel Institute in Philadelphia, differing 
from that, however, in domg more literary 
work and reaching out to higher attainments 
in scientific studies. While accepting the po- 
sition his flourishing congregation in Plym- 
outh Church has shown its confidence in his 
ability to manage it by relieving him of all 
unnecessary duties in. church work so that he 
may be enabled to fill the new place without 
overdoing. He will still remam pastor of 
Plymouth Churchas well as President of the 
institute, and in the latter capacity he gives 
promise of the same success which has at- 
tended him in the former,

THE HUMANE SOCIETY VS. MR. J. V. 
DOANE, 

The proceedings which have been instituted 
by the Humane Society against Mr. J. W. 
Doane for docking his carriage horses are well 
taken and should be pressed with vigor, first 
because the practice of removing any part of 
the solid part of a horse’s tail is a violation of 
the statutes of the State, and second because 
it is a violation of the unwritten statutes of 
humanity. It does not need any argument to 
establish the fact that docking is a barbarous 
custom, and that it deprives the noblest and 
most patient of all animals of the only means 
of defense against discomfort and actual suf- 
fermg. It is a silly fad introduced here from 
England, and it is undoubtedly practiced in 
most cases out of sheer ignorance or thought- 
lessness. It is hard to imagine that any one 
would allow his horses to be maimed with in- 
difference to their suffering. If, therefore, it 
be ignorance or thoughtlessness there is no 
better way to correct it than by the sharp ap- 
plication of the law, because attention has been 
called sufficiently in the public press to the in- 
humanity of the practice without any appar- 
ent result. 

It does not follow because the warrant in 
this case has been issued against Mr. Doane 
that Mr. Doane is an inhuman man or unkind 
to his horses, nor has it been fully established 
that he is at all responsible personally for the 
docking of his own horses. A man engrossed 
in business cares and occupying responsible 
public positions has no time to know what is 
going on in his stables, and probably gives 
very little thought to them. The care of the 
horses is usually left to the coachman, and it 
need not be said that few coachmen have any 
ideas of humanity, and in their competition 
with each other care little what is done so 
long as their turnouts are swell“ and stylish. 
It may de added that fashion supports them 
in their practices. But all this does not alter 
the responsibility of the owner of the horses, 
if the law has been violated he should pay the 
penalty, and Mr, Shortall has done well in se- 
lecting a conspicuous victim. We want the 
truth about Mr. Doane’s horses and we want 
to see him well fined if he is responsible for 
the docking of these horses. An example in 
his case will have more influence than that of 
an inconspicuous person. There are many 
others on Prairie avenue, Michigan boule- 
vard, and the Lake-Shore drive who deserve 
to be punished for the same offense. As a 
good citizen Mr, Doane probably will pay his 
fine cheerfully, will give his coachman some 
plain practical talk on the subject of human- 
ity to horses, and hereafter will keep a sharp- 
er lookout on hia stables. He is a good Dem- 
ocrat, and Tug Txrsune has urged his claims 
to a place in Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet. 
Whether he gets it or not, he is such an ad- 
mirer of Mr. Cleveland that he must be glad 
to imitate him at least in one respect. The 
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Mr. Sherman. It will be called up at an early 
date and an endeavor will de made to secure 
prompt action. There ought not indeed to be 
any unnecessary delay. Whatever action the 
House may be disposed to take the Repub- 
lican Senate ought to pass the bill at the earli- 
est practicable t,oment. 

The new bill proceeds upon the same lines 
as the bill which was introduced in the last 
session, as it calls for a guaranty by the gov- 
ernment of the bonds of the company to the 
extent of $100,000,000. There was some un- 
friendly criticigm of that bill, the purport of 
which was that the government was not suffi- 
ciently protected, That criticism, however, 
cannot apply to the present bill. Under its 
provisions the obligations of the company 
are increased and the security of the 
goverament ig strengthened. The real and 
personal property of the company are added 
to the liabilities. Before the act can take 
effect all stock heretofore subscribed and 
bonds issued must be called in and canceled, 
and all outstanding obligations satisfied. The 
mortgage to the United States must contain a 
provision for a sinking fund for the payment 
of the bonds at maturity, and if there is de- 
fault in payment of intere#é before the canal 
goes into operation the government at ouce 
has the right of foreclosure. More than this, 
the stock, outeide that retained by the com- 
pany and whas is delivered to the governments 
of Costa Rica and. Nicaragua, must be issued 
full paid to the United States, to be voted on 
by the President or his proxy. Ten out of the 
fifteen direetors are to be appointed by the 
President of the United States, not more than 
five from one political party. 

It will thus beseen that the government will 
be amply protected and will have control of 
the great enterprise.“ The project has had the 
sanction of both President Harrison and the 
President-elect, It was enthusiastically in- 
dorsed by the Republican National conven- 
tion at Minneapolis and the Democratic Na- 
tional convention at Chicago. It is unpar- 
tisan, national and international in its char- 
acter. It is of the highest importance to the 
commerce of the country and to the mainte- 
nance of our control of the American conti- 
nent. Why then should there be any delay in 
the passage of the bill? 


THE SALARY-RAISING PLAN, 

A committee of the Board of Education has 
agreed on a plan to raise salaries of teach- 
ers and other employés of the public schools. 
A copy of the plan,“ we are informed, has 
been furnished to all the members of the 
School Board, but it has been withheld from 
the press and therefore from the public, be- 
cause, as Inspector Beebe says: 

We [the members of the board in favor of in- 
creasing salaries} don't want to publish the 
schedule until it is finally adopted, because the 
public would learn what salaries we intended 
paying and the committee would be beset by ap- 
plications. The public would consider the salary 
question if the schedule was published, and we 
don't want that. We want to consider it our- 
selvas. It will be made public when it is adopted 
and not before. 

This is a new form of the somewhat pro- 
fane Vanderbilt doctrine. Does Mr. Beebe 
mean to say that the public, which contributes 
the salaries for the “teachers and other em- 
ployés, should have nothing to say concern- 
ing the increase of thesalaries? Does he mean 
to say that theschool inspectors are such a weak 
and wabbling set they could not perform their 
duties honestly and openly before the public? 
In this connection will Mr. Beebe or any of 
his colleagues give any good reason why the 
“salaries of teachers or other employés”’ 
should be increased? Has there been any de- 
mand for the increase? Are the teachers or 
other employés diasatisfied with their present 
salaries? Have they threatened to quit unless 
the salaries are increased? Is there any dan- 
ger that if they do quit the School Board will 
have any difficulty in finding competent per- 
sons to take their places? The plan is 
part of the star chamber methods for which 
the School Board, before Mr. McLaren be- 
came President, was notorious. There is good 
reason to believe it is intended to cover up 
manifest injustice and gross partiality, and 
that the plan is kept from the public be- 
cause it proposes to increase the salaries of 
the least deserving among the teachers and 
other employés” of the board—principals 
and special teachers who are the pete and 
protégés of the members. President Me- 
Laren owes it to his own reputation to insist 
that the plan shall be made public before 
it is acted on. 


REPRESENTATIVE CATCHINGS, & Mississippi 
Democrat, says that we ’’—the Democratse— 
can frame a tariff bill which will save from 
$100 to $150 to every family of as many as 
five persons. Hence he adopts substantially 
Senator Mills“ calculation that the present 
robber tariff takes from every man, wom- 
an, and child in this country $20 per year, 
When heads of families, especially those 
whose incomes are under a thousand dollars 
a year, see this statement their first inquiry 
will be when the bill which is to save them so 
much will be framed and passed, To the 
man with a wife and three children and an in- 
come of six or seven hundfed dollars a year 
this promised reduction of $100 or $150 in his 
expenses is quite an important matter. If he 
will be able under a new tariff law not only to 
live as well as before, but a hundred dollars 
cheaper, he will be able to lay by that amount 
yearly and in a short time he will be measur- 
ably independent. Thesooner his expenses 
are reduced the better pleased he will be. Re- 
garding the time when the bill will be passed 
Mr. Catchings gives no information, He does 
not even say that the Democrats,will frame 
such a bill, but merely that they “can.” It 
would not be a bad idea for those tens of 
thousands of Chicago workingmen who would 
be glad if they were enabled to lay aside a 
hundred dollars yearly to write to Messrs. 
McGann and Durborow and beg them to call

Tue other day a man who was defendant in 
acase before Judge Adams applied for a 
change of venue, alleging in the words of the 
statute that de fears he will not receive an 
impartial trial because the Judge is preju- 
diced against him.“ By the law the change 
of venue thus asked for haa to be granted, 
When this application was presented to Judge 
Adams he was quite indignant. He said he 
did not know the defendant, could not be 
prejudiced against him, and commented 
sharply on his act, Yesterday a similar appli- 
cation, couched in the same statutory lan- 
guage, was made to Judge Horton, who also 
grew indignant when charged with a prejudice 
which he knew he did not entertam and he 
remarked that the man who said that lied 
—which led to an animated dialogue between 
the counsel for the defendant and the bench, 

After all, why should a Judge get angry under 
these circumstances? He knows that he is 
not really charged being prejudiced. He 
knows that neither. ant nor his counsel 
entertains such an idea. All that is meant is 
that for some reason, generally to delay pro- 
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| ceedings, it is deemed best to go to another 


Judge. This affidavit about prejudice is 
merely one of those delightfu! fictions with 
which the law is stuffed and which most law- 
yers are generally in the habit of defending. 
There are many of them more absurd than 
this one, 

Of course the intention of the lawyer legis- 
lators wh> drafted this change of venue act 
was that every defendant should take his case 
out of the hands of a Judge when he pleased 
either because that Judge had red hair, to 
gain time, or for any other reason. But since 
it would not seem quite the thing to state the 
facts thus nakedly, this provision was put in 
making it necessary to swear to the existence 
of a hypothetical prejudice. It is purely a 
fiction, and there is no more reason why a 


Judas should be vexed by it than by other 


legal absurdities which cross his bath daily.

Ada the whisky trust is doomed, and if 
the report be true its doom 1s sealed. It is to 
be wiped out by a powerful opposition, con- 
ducted by a lot of wholesale dealers in spirits 
who have long been disgusted with trust meth- 
ods. The same thing has been annouaced 
several times in the past, but somehow or 
other the opposition distillery has never ma- 
terialized further than the point at which it 
had taken on sufficiently tangible shape to 
form something that could be bought up. The 
rebate s} stem is as obnoxious as it is ingeni- 
ous, and many buyers have long groaned in 
spirit over the operation of a plan which 
practically keeps their hands tied 80 
fast that they cannot afford to touch 
other than trust goods. The last, or rather 
the latest addition to theload they have to 
bear is much heavier than a mere straw. 
It is an addition of 15 cents per gallon to the 
prices they have to pay for all material pur- 
chased from the trust, and the infliction is all 
the more grievous as the buyers know the 
market to be loaded down with spirits to such 
an extent thata heavy breakin quotations 
would be natural, instead of a sharp advance. 
But it is not probable the present opposition 
will amount to anything. The officers of the 
trust speak confidently about it, and they 
have had enough experience to enable them 
to judge. Still, it is legitimate to infer a time 
will come when the buying-up process will be 
too expensive to be continued, and then the 
trade may find relief from the infliction. 
There is room to hope fora similar outcome 
of most of the attempts to corner the supply 
of articles of consumption by the public. 
They will have to break up if competition be 
encouraged by due action of the government 
in prosecuting these monopolies, and amend- 
ing the laws against them should such amend- 
ment be deemed necessary toa carrying out 
of the popular will in regard to trade combi- 
nations which have for their object the monop- 
ly of business away from other producers. 


Ir is reported that Mr. Cleveland has asked 
Senator Carlisle to become Secretary of the 
Treasury and that the Senator, after refusing 
the pusition positively once, is now hesitating, 
uncertain whether to say yes or no. There 
are several reasons why he would feel tempted 
to refuse. He has practically a life tenure of 
his present office. If he gives it up he may 
find himself left out in the cold at the close of 
his four years of Cabinet service. At present 
he is hs own master. If Secretary of the 
Treasury he would be one of Mr. Cleveland’s 
chief clerks, and would not have the same op- 
portunity to make a record that Robert J. 
Walker had in Polk’s Cabinet. He would 
have more work to do than now, and, while he 
would get $3,000 a year more, his expenses 
would be much heavier. Mr. Carlisle is not a 
wealthy man and would consult his own inter- 
ests were he to give up politics and stick to 
the law. 

On the other hand it is not surprising that 
Mr. Cleveland wants him to take the Treasury 
portfolio. He is in many ways admirably 
qualified for the position. Few, if any, of the 
members of his party are as well acquainted 
with the workings of the Treasury Depart- 
ment as he 1s, thanks to his long Congression- 
al service and the close attention he has paid 
tu revenue matters. He was a free silver 
coinage man up to a short time ago, which is 
no recommendation, but he seems of late to 
have been weaning himself of those danger- 
ous ideas. 

Were he to accept he would be the fourth 
Secretary from Kentucky, his predecessors be- 
ing Chancellor Bibb, who served for a short 
time under Tyler, James Guthrie, and Gen.

in the same way that it now deals with goid. 
The Treasury delivers out a dollar’s worth of 
gold on each dollar it is asked to furnish for 
export, but does not hold itself in duty bound 
to deliver out more than about 64 cents’ worth 
of silver on each dollar called for. It lets the 
foreigner take full value in the more precious 
metal, and leaves the citizen of the United 
States to struggle with a silver dollar that is 
not worth two-thirds of its face. Such a 
course is not honest, nor is it calculated to do 
any good, On the contrary it is fraught with 
danger, and that danger is now staring us in 
the face. It is the danger of being forced 
dowa toa monometallic silver basis, which 
would drive every grain of gold out of sight 
and land us in a gigantic financial collapse.

INSANE ON POLITICS. 


STORY BROUGHT TO LIGHT Br. R. P. 
BATES’ DISAPPEARANOB. 


Member of the Law Firm of Mason, Ennis 
& Bates Missing for Two Months—His 
Eagerness for Office Unbalanced His 
Mind—He Was Twice a Candidate for 
Alderman and Once for Circuit Judge— 
He Had Wealth and Brilliant Prospects 
and His Domestic Relations Were Happy. 


Robert P. Bates, better known in political 
circles as Bert Bates, who for the last 
three years has been with the law firm of 
Mason, Ennis & Bates, composed of ex-Con- 
gressman William E. Mason, Judge Larry 
Ennis, and himself, is missing. 

The story brought to light by his disappear- 
ance is a peculiar one. He has evidently gone 
insane on politics, Judge Larry Ennis said 
yesterday: 

„Politics, 1 believe, has driven Mr. Bates 
insane. When Mr. Mason was in Congress 
Bates came to me with letters from him, We 
gave him office room and finally allowed his 
name to be put on the office stationery and 
office doors and windows, though a real part- 
nership did not exist between us. He was 31 
years old, a Yale graduate, a brilliant lawyer, 
and comes of one of the old Revolutionary 
families of Vermont. His grandfather fought 
at the battle of Bennington; his father, a lead- 
ing citizen of Bennington, is wealthy; his 
brother is Prosecuting Attorney of Benning- 
ton, a member of the Governor’s staff, and was 
here as such with the Governor at the World’s 
Fair dedicatory exercises. ‘ Bert’ ran for Al- 
derman in the Twelfth Ward on the Demo- 
cratic ticket two successive years and was a 
candidate for Circuit Judge this year. He 
had no possible chance to win any of them. 
He was a splendid lawyer, but politics drove 
him crazy. 

Evidences of a Disordered Mind. 

He first began showing a disordered mind 
this year. He was affected by ringing head- 
aches and would hold his head in his hands 
and actually cry from pain. He lost himself 
and wandered aimlessly on the streets for two 
days. He was everybody's friend and he 
came to believe he could be elected to any 
office. He began actingina way to annoy 
his friends about the time of the Democratic 
State convention. In the Leland Hotel ro- 
tunda he rushed up to dignitied W. C. Goudy 
and pulled and petted his white whiskers 
affectionately, saying ‘Willie, you are a nice 
old fellow. Ialways liked you. What lovely 
lilacs you have hanging from your chin.’ 

When Adlai Steveason, who is ever digni- 
fied, came into the dining-room Bert 
insisted on him sitting at his table, and when 
Stevenson asked him to ‘pass the salt’ he 
handed along every dish on the table, to Stev- 
enson’s great discomfiture. He lay in bed at 
his residence, an elegantly furnished home at 
No. 1040 West Jackson street, for three days 
once when his wife wasin the East without 
eating, but kept smoking cigars incessantly. 
He so reglected his practice, which was a val- 
uable one, his health, ana everything else in a 
wild chase after political will ’o the wisps that 
we changed our business relations by more 
widely separating our interests. 

Many things happened which I will not 
speak of which clearly indicated that he had 
became insane over politics, or rather over his 
own political aspirations. He was a shrewd 
politician when others were concerned. He 
wrote to Mason when Durborow ran against 
him to come home and look after his own die. 
trict, that unless he did so at once Durborow 
would beat him by 3,000 votes. Mason smiled, 
did not heed his advice, and was beaten by 
Durborow by about the majority prophesied 
by Bates. 

Character of the Missing Lawyer. 

Bates never gambled. He would not even 
go to the Derby with me last summer. He 
drank very little. 

He had a wife and two pretty children, to 
whom he was greatly attached. He was 
wealthy in his own right, and had plenty of 
ready money. He has a fine summer home 
at Waukegan. The report published in a 
local paper that he has fled the city because 
of having indorsed paper for $5,000 which he 
was unable to meet is a cruel lie. 

He was missing about two months ago. 
He simply dropped out of sight. His wite, 
not hearing from him, went East to relatives. 
We received a letter a week ago from Ben- 
nington, Vt., inquiring as to where he was, and 
stating that his father lay at the point of 
death. We used every effort to locate him, 
but could find no trace of him.”’ 

Attorney Allen L. Fowler said: He was 
one of the dearest friends I had. He could 
draw on me now for $5,000. Had he contin- 
ved in the law here and let politics alone 
he would have become one of Chicago’s lead- 
ing lawyers.”

TEUTONIO MEETS A FIEROE GALE 
AND IS SWEPT BY WAVES. 


Arrival on the Liner of J. & Piza, Who Was 
the Talk of Two Continents Because of 
His Special Train and Boat Service—Mrs. 
Lloyd Aspinwall Presents an Unasual 


Spectacle Seated on a Roof of a Fire- 
Swept House with Her Jewel Casket— 


New York News. 
New York, Dec. 22.—[Special.]—The 
White Star steamship Teutonic reached its 
dock this morning after an extremely rough 


tonic left Queenstown last Thursday, and Sat- 
urday ran into a gale that continued with 
variations until yesterday. The story of its 
hard battle, long continued, is shown by its 
time of 6 days 13 hours and 21 minutes. The 
Teutonic usualiy makes the voyage from 
Queenstown under six days. : 

Friday it had svrong southwesterly winds 
and heavy, confused sea. Few passengers 
dared venture on deck. On this day the 
steamer made 378 miles, which is much below 
the run of 500 miles aday. The next day, 
Saturday, the winds were tresh from the south 
and kept increasing in fury. Before the 
middle of the day a terrific gale was blowing. 
Mountainous seas were breaking over the rail 
of the steamer as it dipped ite prow in the 
rising mass of water. No one venturad 
on deck but the seamen. They sought 
what shelter they could from the fierce wind 
and drenching water. The deck was many 
times flooded by the huge white-breasted 
waves that curled over the bow on the star- 
board side and fell again into the sea from 
the opposite side, carrying off all loose articles. 
One of the waves struck lifeboat No. 2 and 
crushing it, carried the débris overboard. The 
officers said that it was the longest trip in two 
years. i 

The Teutonic brought a large number of 
first and second cabin passengers. Among 
the former were: Ignace Paderewski, Baron 
Curt von Biedenfeld, Baroness von Bieden- 
feld, J. W. Mackey, E. D. Morgan. 

J. S. Piza of the firm of Piza & Nephews, 
No. 18 Broadway, stepped from the Teutonic’s 

angplank this morning. At that time Mr. 
Biss, enveloped in the folds of a checked cape 
coat, rushed down the incline and shouted: 
„Where's my baggage?”’ 

He was told that it would not be ready for 
ten minutes, so Mr. Piza walked up and down 
the pier impatiently. A reporter walked after 
him, and Mr. Piza jerked out his story in this 


wise: 

“’Tisn’t anything very great—done every 
day—I was in a hurry—when I got ready: to 
board the boat from Holyhead I found bag- 
gage had n put in the wrong van—English 
railroad men are all —— fools, anyway—had 
to wait and get my baggage—that’s the way I 
missed the boat that's my luggage now.“ 

He bustled up to a custom- house officer, 
had his baggage examined, called a carriage 
shook hands with a few friends, and roll 
away down West street, with the last words 
of the remainder of his explanation still on 
his lips: 

Telegraphed from Dublin—had a special 
train—sent for tender—bustled on board 
just at last minute at Queenstown— 
saved enough mouey by getting home 
Christmas to pay all the exnenses—nothing 
extraordinary in it at all—done every day— 
all due to English railroads—all of them are 
d—— —there’s niy carriage—good-by—don’t 
want to be short, you know, but I'm in such 
a 5 ＋ 

He shouted back as he disappeared : 

Don't say much about it in the papers— 
ain’t in theatrical business, you know—noth- 
ing extraordinary whatever.“ 

[A week ago young Piza was in Dublin, en 
route to Queenstown, to catch the Teutonic, 
which was to leave that afternoon. But before 
the departure of the Great Southern and West- 
ern railway mail train from Dublin young Piza 
learned t his baggage had not been 
gotten on board, He went in search of 
it, and as a result lost the mail 
train which connected with the Teutonic tender. 
It was absoiutely necessary that he should 
here before Christmas, and the Teutonic was the 
only vessel to get bere on time. He ran to the 
officers of the railroad and asked them to get him 
a special train. That was 815 a. m. At 9:30 he 
was told the train was ready, and he had to run 
half a mile through the yard to get it. At 9:38 
he started an ran off the 178 miles 
in what they call fast time across the 

ud. The first forty-five miles he had to trail 

hind a way train, but he finally cut loose and 
made fair time after that. The train had to stop 
three times for water. It was 3:45 p. m. when it 
reached Queenstown. The dockmaster of the 
steamship company placed a special tender at his 
disposal and he reached the Teutonic just as it 
was raising anchor. | 


NOVEL SCENE IN THE METROPOLIS. 


Mrs. Aspinwall with Her Jewels Seated on 
a Roof Waiting for Firemen. 
New Yorx, Dec. 22.—The spectacle of a 


ing robes, a leader of society, sitting en- 
throned upon the roof of her own bay win- 
dow with a fortune of glistening gems in her 
lap, against a background of black smoke, 
attracted a crowd in Gramercy Park today. 

It was 10 o’clock when the cry of fire was 
raised in the house of Lloyd Aspinwall, No. 
106 East Twentieth street, Gramercy Square, 
a handsome brown stone front, five stories 
high. with the bay window extending the 
height of two stories, so that the roof of it is 
under the third-story window. At the time 
of the outbreak Mrs. Aspinwall was dressing 
in her room on the third floor. Fire had 
broken out in the dumb waiter and was sweep- 
ing up through the house. An infant was car- 
ried out by a screaming nurse girl, and Gen. 
Aspinwall and a younger son hurried out 
from the dining-room to the street to see what 
it was all about. As they stood looking about 
for Mrs. Aspinwall a window on the 
third story was opened and she stepped out 
deliberately, shut down the sash behind her, 
and perched upon the slanting roof of the 
window, bracing her feet against the cutter. 
There secure and calm she waited, holding her 
jewel casket in her lap. In the casket were 
gems worth $50,000, 

Some one hac run for the fire engines and 
they soon came on a dead gallop. By this 
time the smoke that filled the room was re- 
fleeted against the window pane behind her. 
It had leaped from the hallway to the room, 
following the garlands of Christmas greens 
that had been hung in the house. Even while 
the crowd stared the pane cracked and broke 
and the smoke poured out behind the woman, 
who could not stir an inch without falling to 
her death. 

Fireman Thomas Coleman seized a scaling 
ladder, hooked it on the bay window and ran 
up. it like a cat. Restmg on the side, he 
hooked it a story higher up to the roof, and 
in a second bis head and shoulders rose above 
the gutter. Mrs. Aspinwall was saved. 

She had been sitting calm and apparently 
unconcerned through it all, waiting for the 
rescue. Womaalike, when it was in sight, 
ber nerve gave way. She slid into the arms 
of the fireman, leaving behind her on the 
roof the precious box. He was about to carry 
her down the scaling ladder when one of the 
long ladders was thrown up alongside by the 
others of the crew, making a broader and 
safer highway for the descent. Down it they 
went. Mrs. Aspinwall reached the street 
lying on his shoulder, a limp and apparently 
hfeless burden. She had fainted. The fire- 
men put out the fire without much trouble 
and recovered the forgotten jewel box, which 
they handed over to the owner. The house 
was damaged to the extent of $20,000.

RUMORS THAT WERE ON THE STREET 


They Were All Based on the Reports Re- 
garding Secretary Foster. 

New York, Dec. 22.—[ Special.] — Wall street 
was rich in rumors today. They dealt with 
Secretary Foster’s probable efforts to keep up 
the Treasury’s supply of gold, and most of 
them turned on an issue for bonds to buy a 
stock of the yellow metal. One of these 
stories was that Mr. Foster had made up his 
mind to put out $75,000,000 in bonds. Another, 
on the strength of a Washington telegram, 
had it that the New York banks had notified 
the Secretary that they were ready to take 
from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000 in bonds and 
pay goid for them whenever he desired to sell. 

These reports were met with denials from 
everybody in a position to know something of 
them were there any truth in them. — 
denied that the banks would be willing enoug 
to buy bonds, but there were general denials 
that any offer had been made to the Secretary, 
or that there had been conferences to arrange 
for such an offer. The story was supposed to 
have gotten its start from the fact that Con- 
troller Hepburn, while in this city last week, 
talked with several bank Presidents, and ad- 
vanced the view that the banks should be 
ready to aid the Secretary in maintaining the 
gold reserve. 

At the Subtreasury the various rumors had 
been heard, but none of the officers had rea- 
son to believe them to be well founded. It 
was pointed out that the Treasury Depart- 
ment now had on hand about $9,000,000 more 
gold than it had July when the stock had 
been depleted by heavy shipments abroad. In 
one way or another the New York Subtreas- 
ury is expected to take in about a million in 
gold this week as a partial offset to the four 
millions withdrawn for export Monday. 


NEWS NOTES OF THE METROPOLIS. 


First Move in the Great Tunneling Scheme 
of Austin Corbin. 


New York, Dec. 22.—[{Special. }—At the meeting 
of the Dock Board today a request was made by 
the Long Island railroad for permission to place 
a boring apparatus at the south side of Pier 19, 
East River. and to make a boring at that end of 
the pier. The Commissioners granted the request. 
This is the practical beginning of the scheme of 
the Long Island railroad people to construct a 
tunnel under the East River from Williamsburg 
to New York so asto connect the Long Island 
railroad with the Philadelphia and Reading 
railroad,

E I. MELLOR, A FORMER WISOONSIN 
LUMBER PRINCE, SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


Numerous Causes Assigned for the Deed— 
Business Depression and a Family 
Trouble Are Thought to Have Unnerved 
Him—Receipt of a Letter That Brings a 
Cloud—Treasare Found in a Haunted 
House—Detroit Italians Dissect a Dog to 
Get Bills He Had Swallowed. 

Antico, Wis., Dec. 22.—[Special.]—E. N. 
Melior of the late firm of Hoxie & Mellor, the 
lum bermen who failed two years ago for half 
a million and caused a great sensation in the 
business circles of this State, committed sui- 
cide at the Vivian Hotel in this city at 7 
o’clock this morumg. He had partly dressed, 
then taking a thirty-two caliber revolver, 
seated himself on the edge of the bed, placed 
the muzzle in his mouth against the palate, 
and sent a bullet through his brain. 

‘The report from the revolver caused an in- 
vestigation to be made by Mr. Spencer, pro- 
prietor of the hotel. He looked through the 
transom of the door and saw Mr. Mellor lying 
across the bed apparently in a fit. The door 
was forced open and the revolver found tight- 
ly clasped in Mellor’s hand. He was uncon- 
scious, but not dead. He died two hours later. 
A coroner’s inquest was held, but it developed 
no cause for the suicide. 

There are several theories given by as man 
different persons as to the cause of Mr. Me 
lor’s act. One is that he was afraid to meet 
Mr. McLaren, the assignee in the suit against 
him for obtaining money under false pre- 


tenses, which was to be tried at Oshkosh to- 


day. Another is that he feilt he had lost the 
confidence of everybody through the failure, 
and that further business reverses were threat- 
ening him. Still another is that he has been 
having family troubles; that one ot his daugh- 
ters had left college at Beaver Dam under 
alleged unpleasant circumstances, These are 
all suppositions, but it is evident that some 
news reached him last night that caused a 

reat change in his conduct. He arrived here 
ast night from Oshkosh and was in good 
spirits, more so than usual; but while eating 
his supper the bookkeeper took in a package 
of letters, which he perused. After readi 
one of them the expression of his face chan 
and he gave a deep groan, which was so un- 
usual that others in the dining-room noticed 
it. His cheerfulness left and he appeared like 
adifferent man. Although the contents of 
the letter are unknown to outsiders it is sup- 

that it conveyed to him the news of his 

aughter’s trouble at college, which, with his 
financial troubles, upset his mind. 

He was an exceptionally energetic business- 
man and had the reputation of bemg one of 
the best lumber dealers in the State. Since 
the failure of Hoxie & Mellor he had been 
connected with the Northwestern Lumber 
company, composed mostly of Joliet parties. 
His former home was at Northport, Waupaca 
County. Fortwo years his family has resid- 
ed at Riverside, III. His wife was informed 
of his death by telegram. No disposition of 
the body has yet been made. Mellor was 
about 50 years old. His family consists, be- 
sides his wife, of two grown-up daughters and 
— son about 14 years old, all by his first 
wife, 

The firm of Hoxie & Mellor, who failed 
about two years ago, had business interests 
in a dozen Northern Wisconsin towns. Their 
interests amounted to about $600,000, the 
liabilities bemg over $500,000, 

[The suicide of E. N. Mellor, the wealthy lumber 
dealer whose home isin Riverside, is arded 
there as a mysterious affair. The simple fact 
that he was dead was the only information 
offered by the family before their quiet 
and hurried departure from the town, rs. 
Mellor and family left : 
last evening for Antigo, 
information they received of the tragedy was at 
9 o'clock 8 morning, when a telegram 
came from J. ©. Spencer of Antigo, saying 
that Mr. Mellor wasinjured. Another telegram 
was received at 4 p. m. stating that he was dead. 
The 1 repared immediately to go to Anti- 

o. Mrs. Mellor was accompanied by Wallace 
Z rd, a friend of the family, and her three chil- 
ren. 

When a reporter from Tue TRIBUNE called at 
the residence last night only the servants of the 
family were present, and 1 ignorance 
of the family affairs. The children of the family 
are Vira, daughter, aged 22, Lulu, aged 18. and 
Carroll, a boy, aged 14. They are the children of 
Mr. Mellor by a former wife. Miss Lulu, whose 
conduct is said to have driven her father to a 
suicide’s grave, returned Dec. 11 from Wayland 
Seminary at Beaver Dam, Wis. It was stated by 
members of the family that she had returned 
on account’ of illness, the nature of which 
is not known. n the absence ot 
the family the servants said her complaint was 
heart disease and indignantly deni that her 
ailment was due to any indiscretions or that it 
could have influenced her father’s rash act. No 
denial is made of the fact that she does not in- 
tend returning to school and that when she went 
away yesterday she was a sick girl. She is rather 
— and of a vivacious disposition prior to her 
return from school. Since then she has been se- 
cluded and very little has been seen of the family 
during that time. : 

E. M. Mellor has been a resident of Riverside 
since September, 1891, when he moved his fam- 
ily there from Anti to occupy a palatial resi- 
dence which he had erectedin the fashionable 
quarter on Desplaines street. Before coming here 
he had failedin the lumber business at Antigo, 
and in consequence his property was held in his 
wife’s name. The merchants here hesitated on 
that account to give credit to the family, but as 
they paid all their bills and lived in lavish style 
bis credit was soon established among local shop- 
keepers and the family moved in the best circles of 
exclusive Riverside society. Mellor was rarely at 
home, as his business interests at Antigo occupied 
most of his time. He was engaged in running a 
large saw and planing mill in Antigo at the time 
of his death. It was rumored here that his 
suicide was due to financial troubles and that he 
was caught in the bank failures at Joliet, but it 
is believed that this statement was given out to 
conceal the real reason. Mellor left home last 
Tuesday to go to Antigo, 1 he would return 
Saturday. The servants say he appeared cast 
down about something and was in a despondent 
mood since the return from school of his daugh- 
ter, Lulu, though they denied that her return 
should have given him cause to feel despondent. In 
replying to the telegrams received today Mrs. Mel- 
lor asked that the body be prepared for burial at 
Antigo Saturday or Sunday. She stated on leav- 
ing that she would return with the children next 
Monday. } 


TREASURE IN A HAUNTED HOUSE. 


It Provides Premiams on a $59,000 Insur- 
ance Policy. 

Osuxosn, Wis., Dec. 22.—[Special.]—Lhe 
Thrun insurance case of Romeo, Wis., has 
developed an unexpected treasure of sensa- 
tronalism.

tion solely on grounds of philanthropy. In 
hp wont of the uondille attorney the case is 
likely to become a celebrated one. It is the 
first time that a Chicago Board of Education 
has tak on such a step, and those who voted 
against it say that a bad precedent has been 
established. 

Thomas Burns was employed at Daniel 
Corkery’s coal yard as a teamster. Nov. 19 
he started to hanl a load of coal to the Polk 
Street School. Ius rules of the Board of Edu- 
cation require that all coal delivered at schoois 
must be weig on school board scales. 
Burns drove to the nearest scales, 
located in the yard of the Washburne School 
at Fourteenth and Jefferson streets. There 
was only one way to drive out of the yard and 
that was across the sidewalk into Barber 
street. The street # Only twenty-five feet 
wide between curbs. From the sidewalk into 
the street Burns had to drive over a narrow 
inclined plane, built from the sidewalk level 
into the street. The sidewalk is eleven inches 
higher than the roadway. It driving over the 
bridge Burns turned short to the left, which 
caused the right forward wheel to roll down 
the bridge with a sudden jerk. This threw 
Burns from his seat to the round, one of the 
wheels striking his leg, te away a part of 
the flesh. The ieatuster was taken home and 
the ductors said his injuries. would lay him up 
for a long time. Burus is the only yp of 
his father and mother, who live .

SWINDLED THE BANKS 


8. MORRIS OF OHIOAGO BEAT THE 
MONEYED MEN OF MILWAUKEE. 


He Had s Smooth Advertising Scheme 
Contracts Were Secured Which Turned 
Oat to Be Demands for Pay in Advance 
—Hesitating Bankers Were Convinced 
of the Genuineness of the Contracts by 
Being Shown the Receipts of Money 
Paid by Other Bankers. . 


Mitwauxes, Wis., Dec. 22.—[Special. }— 
One of the cleverest switdles ever perpetrated 
in this city was unearthed today, and through 


claiming to represent the International Pub- 
lishing company at Nos, 155 and 157 Washing- 
ton street, Chicago, 1s a guest at the Central 
Police Station pending an investigation as to 
his connection with the fraud. ‘The swindle 
includes all of the Milwaukee banks and other 
institutions, and some of the shrewdest bank- 
in the city are among the vic- 
tims, During yesterday and today 
the bankers of the city received a 
call from a_ well-dressed, businesslike 
mau, 30 years of age, who presented to each 
cashier a contract to the effect that the bank 
in question had agreed to take a certain 
amount of advertising space in the directory 
of manufacturers, merchants, ete., published 
by the International Publishing company of 
Chicago. 

The contracts each contained genuine sig- 
natures of the cashier of the bank called upon, 
and, as 4 rule, the contract was for $150 due 
for the advertisement ordered. When the 
contract waz delivered to Frank G. Bige- 
low, cashier of the [First National 
Bank, he was completely nonplused, 
He knew that it was his sigaature, but could 
not recall any such contract. 

Produced a Draft. 

He asked the stranger if he had any other 
such contracts, whereupon the agent showed 
him a similar contract with several other 
banks and a draft by the Plankinton Bank 
for the amount of its bill. That settled it, 
and Mr. Bigelow, although having no recollec- 
tion of any such contract, drew his draft for 
the amount and paid it. When a contract for 
$150, bearing the signature of John Juhnston, 
the cashier, was presented at the Wisconsin Fire 
and Marine company’s bank, Mr. Johnston was 
ont, but as there was no doubt in the mind of 
Mr. Jennings, the assistant cashier, that the 
signature of Mr. Johnston to the contract 
was genuine he promptly paid it. When the 
Chicago agent reached the Northwestern Na- 
tional Insurance company’s office and exhib- 
ited his contract Mr. Patton, the cashier, was 
positive that he hud never made any such 
contract and denounced it at once as a fraud. 
The collector appeared surprised and exhib- 
ited to Mr. Pattun the contracts with other 
Milwaukee institutions, including some of 
the banks, which he had not yet 
presented for collection. So itive 
— Mr. Patton that his signature had in some 

become attached to a contract that he 
ha never signed that he called together sev- 
eral bankers and others. It soon developed 
that Mr. Patton was right, for among the con- 
tracts which Mr. Morris still had there were 
several proving conclusively the swindle, One 
of the contracts purporting to be a contract 
with the Merchants’ Exchange Bank bore 
date of July 16. 1892, and was signed by Mr. 
Conrad, the assistant cashier, for R. Nunne- 
(macher as cashier, when the fact is that Mr. 
Nunnemacher was not cashier at that 
time, having retired more than a year ago. A 
contract with the Milwaukee Mechanics’ In- 
surance company bore the signature of A. J. 
Cramer, although Mr. Cramer was in r

Another contract of the same date bore the 
signature of W. G. Fitch as cashier of the Na- 
tional Exchange Bank, whereas Mr. Fitch

one have secured all of these 
signatures? That was the perplexing ques- 
tion. Yet it was plain that some of the s 
natures to contracts bearing date of July 1 
1892, must have been secu at least two 
years ago. ‘While all was theory it was prac- 
tically agreed that the signatures must have 
been obtained long ago through subscriptions 
made by the bankers and others through 
some publishing house for publications of 
such time. These old subscriptions, it was 
agreed, must have fallen into the hands 

the persons who transformed them 
into the contracts now presented for 

yment. This could only be done 

y removing with some acid or other prepara- 
tion the old printing, leaving the signatures 
intact, and then reprinting over the signatures 
the new contract. To . their theory and 
to further investigate the bankers and others 
sen t fora detective and had Mrs, Morris, as 
he introduced himself, taken to the Central 
Police Station.

The defendants are mem- 
bers of a wagon firm which failed some time 
ago and the court is asked to set aside all con- 


fessions of judgment made by the company 


and declare the fuilure a general assignment. 
The bill also asks for the removal of Receiver 
Henry Heistand and for an injunction re- 
straining him and the directors of the com- 
pany from trausferring or in any way inter- 
fering with the assets. The National Bank of 
Illinois, Palm, Fletcher & Co., and a half- 
dozen other preferred creditors are made de- 
fendants to the bill. The allegation is made 
that all the notes on which the judgments 
were confsesed were fraudulent and not 
against values. After stating that the defend- 
ant corporation was organized with a capital 
stock of $75,000, only part of which was paid up, 
the complainants state there is due them $20,000. 
They claim they gave the company extended 
credit after ite officers knew it was insolvent. 
About Nov. 11, it is alleged, the officers of the 
company entered into a conspiracy and de- 
vised a scheme to relieve themselves of their 
responsibilities and defraud certain creditors 
by confessing judgment and throwing their 
effects into the hands of a receiver controlled 
by themselves. Frederick Rossow, it is said, 
drew up judgment notes payable after one 
day and gave them to the defendants. Then 
the attorney for the company acting for the 
preferred creditors confessed judgment. Ob- 
jection is made to the receiver because he isa 
clerk in the office of the company’s attorneys. 
A remarkable fact, says the bill, is that the 
confessions of j gment just about cover the 
assets, Other creditors have claims aggregat- 
ing over $40,000.

Mondell had charge of the business of 
the Adams Express company at Englewood as 
well as being freight and ticket mt. The 
office is one of the largest on this division of 
that road outside of Chicago, and 
does a L egg large freight business. 
Natural accounts were large. The 
total shortage will not be known until all of 
the collections have been made and the books 
balanced, The Adams Express company will 
also be a loser. The uuditor of this company 
is also at work on the books, It is said that 
the amount will reach $4,000—perhaps less and 
— more. Mondell has been with the 

ennsylvania company nearly twenty years 
and was one of its most trusted employés, 
His downfall is the result of betting on horse 
races.
